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Joyous Victory Day Festivities Held In Pass Towns 


Parade Longest And Best In Pass 
History; Many Beautiful Floats En¬ 
tered; Fireworks And Dance Enjoyed 


Subdued excitement raced 
through town between seven and 
eight o’clock Monday morning as 
radios flashed the news of Ger¬ 
many’s unconditional surrender to 
the Allies. The flash that all had 
waited so long to hear was finally 
being spoken. However, due to the 
fact that the governments of the 
three big powers had not given the 
official announcement some misun¬ 
derstanding developed among some 
citizens. As it turned out the war 
did not officially come to an end 
until 4 p.m. Tuesday. 

Despite the uncertainty of what 
the official celebration program 
might be, however, the local store¬ 
keepers and citizens got out their 
flags and bunting and soon main 
street and th e residential sections 
took on a gala scene. Main street 
really went to town as one stream¬ 
er after another were stretched 
across the street. At noon the elec¬ 
tricians were busy installing eight 
strings of lights at various points 
on main street. Flags were prom¬ 
inently displayed in all windows 
and those that were a little slow 
at decorating soon had a visit from 
George Derbyshire. 

At 10 o’clock a queue had lined 
up in front of the liquor vendor 
store. It never appeared to dimin¬ 
ish in number despite the fact that 
many were to be seen with their 
refreshments under their arm. 

Small groups of men and women 
were to be seen standing and talk¬ 
ing about the historic news and 
voicing their guesses when Prime 
Minister Churchill would talk to 
the world and give the news his 
official O.K. 

The VE Celebration committee 
hurriedly had posters printed call¬ 
ing 1 all committees to 

report at a meeting to be held that 
evening at 7 p.m. Mayor Frank 
Aboussafy then proclaimed Wed¬ 
nesday a civic holiday, posters to 
this effect being distributed 
throughout town. 

Ait 7 p.m. a large attendance was 
secured at the VE committee meet¬ 
ing when all chairmen reported on 
their activities. Blairmore was rep¬ 
resented and an understanding 
reached as to what was to be done 
in the Pass-wide parade on Wed¬ 
nesday at 1 p.m. 

About 9 o’clock Monday evening 
the brass band arrived from Belle¬ 
vue and played a few selections in 
front of the Victory Loan office on 
Main street, a goodly crowd ap¬ 
pearing as if by magic. Soon the 
theatre crowd came out and the 
crowd swelled to overflowing across 
main street, halting traffic. The band 
was prevailed upon to play more 
tunes, part of main street was 
blocked off by cars and dancing 
started in the middle of the street. 
This lasted for about fifteen min¬ 
utes, till dancers and bandsmen 
alike became chilled from the cool 
east wind which had prevailed all 
day, andi the gathering broke up. 

Tuesday morning came with the 
ever-present cold east wind still 
blowing. Quietness prevailed 
throughout town during the morn¬ 
ing. Large crowds attended the 
Catholic church services. In the 
early afternoon it was decided by 
the clergy to hold the scheduled 
religious services in the Community 
hall rather than in the Central 
school grounds as called for in the 
original plans. This was made nec¬ 
essary due to the cold weather. 
Possibly the public was not fully 
aware of the time schedule for the 
services, as only a small crowd at¬ 
tended. 

Church Service 

Hearts were lifted up in prayer 
and thanksgiving as people 

met in the Community hall on 
Tuesday afternoon for the VE-Day 
service sponsored by the Ministerial 
Association of Coleman. 

There was joyful realization 
amongst the audience of answered 
prayers for victory and safety of 
their loved ones; yet many thanked 
God for the freedom for which their 


loved ones gave their lives. 

The service was led on by Rev. 
Brown, of the Anglican church, as¬ 
sisted by Rev. Kettyls of the Unit¬ 
ed church, and Captain T. Smith, 
of The Salvation Army. A mixed 
choir assisted in the singing under 
the leadership of Mr. Cousens, with 
Donald Graham at the piano. 

As Captain Smith brought the 
address to the listening people he 
reminded them that only because 
God was on the Allied side that 
VE-Day was realized, reminding 
them of -tha miracles of God at 
various times during the history of 
World War II. If peace is to be 
maintained it must be sought on 
bended knee before God and as a 
people in a Christian land it is up 
to each individual to “Seek first the 
Kingdom of God and His right¬ 
eousness and all other things shall 
be added unto us.” 

As the message was brought to 
a close an urge was made for par¬ 
ents to rebuild their family altars 
and have the word of God as their 
foundation for life. 

The service was brought to a 
close with the singing of a hymn, 
then the National Anthem. Bene¬ 
diction was pronounced by Rev. Mr. 
Brown. 

Wednesday morning, the really 
big day, broke with cloudy sky. 
However, the chill wind was gone 
and as the morning progressed the 
cloud formations broke up and fin¬ 
ally ended up in brilliant warm 
sunshine as the parade started at 
1 p.m. 

The streets became jammed with 
cars and pedestrians. The parade 
gathered’ in West Coleman and ac¬ 
companied by two brass bands and 
a pipe band slowly wended its way 
through the main street. Some ex¬ 
ceptionally beautiful floats were in 
the parade. Some must have taken 
days to decorate. One Coleman float 
was trimmed with artificial flowers 
and drew the admiration of all. 

Organizations having floats were 
Canadian Legion, Ladies Auxiliary 
Canadian Legion, Coleman Lions, 
Coleman Elks, Coleman Slovaks, 
Coleman Polish Society, The Mo¬ 
tordrome Garage, Toppano’s Gro¬ 
cery, Bobbitt’s Grocery, Coleman 
OGIT, Coleman Czechoslovaks, 
Harry Boulton with a Forestry 
truck, Russian-Canadian Federa¬ 
tion, IODE, Blairmore Elks, The 
Belgiums, a Jeep, Blairmore fire 
brigade, a large forest truck, Unit¬ 
ed Nations, “Peace” truck, “In 
Memoriam” truck, Home Front, 
Bellevue Lions, Nations of the 
world (entered by Hillcrest) and 
Future Canadians. 

Old timers standing along the 
street voiced the opinion that it 
was the best and longest parade 
ever to be staged in the Pass and 
they were looking back on 1918 
when the celebrations for the last 
war took place. 

In Coleman Mayor Frank Abous¬ 
safy, Rev. G. A. Kettyls and Rev. 
W. E. Brown gave brief addresses, 
while Capt. Smith, of The Salva¬ 
tion Army, led in prayer. The 
speakers spoke of the sacrifice of 
Canadian soldiers in helping win 
the peace and of the Canadians on 
the home front who had backed 
their soldiers to the limit. 

The parade then wended its way 
to Blairmore, Frank, Bellevue and 
Hillcrest, where it arrived right 
on schedule. 

Citizens returning to Coleman 
then gathered at 7.30 at the ball 
field where the daylight fireworks 
were shot off. Many hundreds were 
gathered the field and saw fire¬ 
works explode high in the air un¬ 
furling flag of the United Nations 
attached to a parachute which sail¬ 
ed almost a mile in the sky before 
falling to earth. The surrounding 
hills appeared like ant hills as 
scores of children and youths 
swarmed after the descending flags. 

Following the close of the fire¬ 
works the huge bonfire was set 
ablaze. As it was not quite dark, 
however, the bonfire lost some of

Carl Anderson 
Critically Injured 
In Collision 

Suffered Fractured Skull When 

His Car and Burnham Truck 

Collided at Bluff on East 

Main Street. 

Carl Anderson, Coleman citizen, 
lies seriously injured in the local 
hospital with a fractured skull and 
other injuries suffered on Monday 
afternoon when his Ford car col¬ 
lided with a truck owned by R. 
Burnham and driven by Tom Wil¬ 
liams, of Blairmore. 

The accident occurred at approx¬ 
imately 4.15 p.m. at the bluff east 
of main street. According to the 
police report Mr. Anderson failed 
to take the curve, the car going 
to the wrong side of the road where 
it smashed into the truck. Severe 
damage was done to the car and 
Mr. Anderson received serious in¬ 
jury. Mrs. Anderson, who was with 
her husband, received facial lacer¬ 
ations. 

When garage attendants came to 
remove the two vehicles they found 
that the impact was so great that 
both cars were joined together and 
force had to be used to separate 
them. 

Mr. Anderson was unconscious 
when taken from the car, but gain¬ 
ed consciousness the following 
morning. 

This was the only serious acci¬ 
dent to happen in the Pass follow¬ 
ing the news that the European 
war was over.

The tuberculosis X-ray clinic is 
now in town and in operation. Cit¬ 
izens streamed into’“the Community 
hall early Thursday morning to be 
X-rayed and the steady pace con¬ 
tinued throughout the morning, 
keeping the machine at full capac¬ 
ity. 

As was to be expected, a number 
received time schedules which were 
unsuitable. This is being rectified 
by those persons calling at the 
clinic either in the morning or 
evening and recording a more suit¬ 
able time with the clinic secretary 
whose job it is to iron out these 
little details. 

Up to Tuesday evening, 1,556 
adults had recorded their names 
with the clinic committee. In addi¬ 
tion it is estimated that approxi¬ 
mately 300 school students will be 
X-rayed. It has been proved that 
a number were overlooked and they

AND INCOME TAX 


T HE following announcement will help to clarify 
the relationship between Family Allowances and 
Income Tax credits for dependent children. Family 
Allowances are payable from July 1st, 1945, and 
the registration of children is now taking place. 

The Family Allowances Act was designed to help 
equalize opportunities for all children, and when 
the Act was passed, Parliament approved the prin¬ 
ciple that there should be no duplication of benefits 
by way of Family Allowances and Income Tax 
credits for the same child. An amendment to the 
Income War Tax Act will be made to deal with this 
duplication. In the meantime, however, the Govern¬ 


ment proposes, for the last six months of 1945 dur-» 
ing which Family Allowances are payable, to re¬ 
move duplication by adjusting the income tax 
credits received for children. 

It is natural that parents in the low income groups 
will be expected to receive maximum benefits from 
Family Allowances. Partial benefits will be received, 
however, by parents with incomes up to $3,000. 

The table below shows the effect of the adjust¬ 
ments which the Government has decided to make. 
For convenience and simplicity the benefits received 
by each income group are shown as a per cent of the 
Family Allowances received. The table shows: 


(a) Heads of families receiving incomes 
in 1945 of $1200 or less will benefit to 
the extent of the full amount of the Fam¬ 
ily Allowances received. As they are not 
required to pay income tax, there is no 
duplication to remove. 

(b) Heads of families receiving incomes 
in 1945 in excess of $1200, but not in 
excess of $3,000, will in effect retain the 
full value of their present income tax 
credits and in addition a percentage of 
the actual Family Allowances received. 

( c) Heads of families with incomes in 
excess of $3,000 will retain their full 
income tax credits for children if they do 
not receive Family Allowances. These 
taxpayers may, however, apply for Family 
Allowances to protect themselves against 
a possible decrease in income at a later 
date which might bring them into a 
lower income range where they would 
benefit front Family Allowances. In such 
cases if the income remains in excess of 
$3,000, the income tax credits for child¬ 
ren would be reduced by the full amount 
of Family Allowances received.

Family Allowances will be paid in full 

In all cases, those who apply for and are eligible to 
receive Family Allowances will receive them in full, 
month by month. See scale below: 

SCALE OF MONTHLY ALLOWANCES 
FOR THE FIRST FOUR CHILDREN 
For each child 

Under 6 .$5.00 

From 6 to 9 . (inclusive) . 6.00 

From 10 to 12 (inclusive) . 7.00 
From 13 to 15 (inclusive) . 8.00 

Where there are more than four children 
under 16 in the family, the monthly allow¬ 
ance for each child after the fourth will 
be reduced in accordance with the provi¬ 
sions of the Family Allowances Act. 

As far as is possible, to take care of the adjustments 
necessary to avoid duplication of benefits, current income 
tax deductions at the source will be adjusted to take into 
account the new situation when Family Allowance pay¬ 
ments commence. This will avoid placing an awkward 
burden on the taxpayers at the end of the year. 

FAMILY ALLOWANCES ARE NOT TAXABLE 

Special attention is drawn to the fact that the income 
ranges used in the table above refer to taxable income, 
and any amounts received as Family Allowances should 
not therefore be included in calculating income for this 
purpose because Family Allowances are not taxable. 

Family Allowances are also additional to dependents’ 
allowances for servicemen’s families and military 
pensions. 

For children registered after July 1st, 1945, Family 
Allowances wiH be paid as from the month following 
the month when registration is made. Family AUowances 
are not paid retroactively.
